‘The people of Fairmeadow Road 
have taken to the habit of 
pulling up the stakes which 
the Town Engineer drives, for 
the eventual purpose of grad- 
ing Fairmeadow Road, Tom 
hager Calabrese reported to 
the Selectmen Monday night. 

The reaction to this bit of 
intelligence was exactly as 
could be expected. The Select- 
men bristled. 

They thought of the many 
times during the past year 
when they had listened to del- 
egates from Fairmeadow Road, 
asking for news, and taking up 
hours of the Selectmen’s time. 

They thought of the fact that 
Pairmeadow Road was on the 
‘free, list, a street which 
was being graded and finished 
by the taxpayers, and not by 
the abuttors, as is the case 
elsewhere in Wilmington. 

It isn’t that everybody on 
Pairmeadow Road is pulling up 
the stakes, the ™ said - it 
is instead that some people 
keep pulling them up ~--two or 
three times, They are apparant 
ly afraid that Fairmeadow Road 
is ging to be relocated, and 
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here recen ngs by the 
town had been effected to wid- 
en the street. A claim is sup- 
posed to be made for a ten 
foot strip, but TM Calabrese 
told the Selectmen that there 
is a good question of owner- 
ship to be resolved. 
Explaining the takings on 
Park Street, where thexounty

The person who feels aggriev- 
ed can either file a claim in 
person, or through an attomey 
Calabrese stated. It will be 
turned over to the Tom Coun- 
sel, and that gentleman should 
be able to get ambnd to con- 
sidering it in five or six 
weeks.

Kidder interupted this dis- 
cussion to report that the re- 
quest of the Hudgins family

The Tom Engineer has had to 
resurvey Pairmeadow Road three 
times, so far, Calabrese said, 
in preparation for oiling, and 
there is no telling how man 
times he will have to go 
there again. 

‘That’s going too far;’ Nick 
De Felice exploded. ‘That's 
an ‘exempted’ street - those 
people don’t pay a dime - they 
could at least cooperate! You 
can’t lay out a street without 
stakes’ 

Calabrese explained that some 
of the people cooperated very 
nicely - it was just some of 
them that didn’t, 

The Fairmeadow Road Stake 
Pulling incident was the high- 
light of an uneventful evening 
which was mostly spent in dis- 
cussion of roads. 

Only one license was granted, 
& gravel license to Edward J. 
Curtis of Andover Street, to 
remove gravel on the way of 
the new Route 125. 

There was some discussion of 
property along Carter Lane, 


due’ he said - referring to 
Highway Superintendent James 
White. 

This brought on a discourse 
by the T™ to the effect that 
‘I used to think that Jimmy 
White lost the slips I gave 
him about little jobs - but he 
just files them away, - and 
when he gets over to that part 
of tow he, takes care of the 
job.’ He continued, explaining 
that the requests for patching 
for instance - if Mr. White 
sent out a crew of three men, 
which would be required - he 
would take one third of his 
work force - instead he keeps 
the slips, and then when there 
is enough he loads down a 
truck with about three tons 
of ‘patch’, and sends them out 
on an all day job. He cited 
the surfacing of the area in 
front of the Moth Department 
House, Monday evening - ‘After 
the gang had finished making 
curbs on Kelley Road, and o- 
ther places they had some pat- 
ching material left over, and 


the Moth House job was done at 
practically no cost to the 
town’ Calabrese reported. 

A number of curbs had been 
laid Monday, as a part of the 
job, Calabrese said - Oakridge 
Circle (everybody extremely 
helpful) Patricia Circle, Dell 
Drive, Dunton Road, etc, al- 
most all on Betterments. 

Cemetary Grass 

Mrs Wavie Drew spoke of the 
appearance of the cemetary 
near the Tow Hall, high grass 
and ragged appearance - she 
wished something could be done 
It was agreed that perhaps the 
Cemetary Department was unable 
to do anything because the 
ground was so rough - and that 
perhaps the area should be 
‘loamed’. 

At the same time compliments 
were given to the Boy Scout 
Troop attached to the Congre- 
gational Church for the clean- 
up job they had done in the 
old cemetary. 

Speaking of the proposal to 
connect Faulkner Avenue and 
Essex Street, Mrs. Drew said 
she had had a telephone con- 
versation with a lady who 
claimed that such a move wuld 
‘benefit only one person’ 

This was hotly denied by Nick 
De Felice - Look at Middlesex 
Avenue now - with all the con- 
struction there - if we had to 
send Fire Trucks to Salem St, 
the only way they could be 
sure of would be by Faulkner 
Avenue!’ 

Charles Black reported that a 
number of cars are now being 
parked all day, on Main St. 
between Church St. and Middle- 
sex Avenue and causing con- 
gestion. 

He further reported that the 
drainage system recently in- 
stalled on Jones Avenue was 
not working properly. 
™ Calabrese “That’s because 
Jones Avenue was not properly 
staked out, when it was con- 
structed - it was laid out by 
eye, so as to speak - we will 
have to send the Highway De- 
partment down there, scarify 
the street, and regrade it. 

The same thing would have to 
be done on Eames Street, he 
said, where new drainage has 
been installed. 

Mr. Black requested that the 
Town Engineer be instructed to 
check the Town Bound at Jenks 
Comer ( in the Hundred Acre 
Meadow) pointing out that with 
the new route going through 
that area the bound could very 
well disappear, as did another 
Town Bound, on another occas- 
ion, 

Among other things reported 
by Black was that there was an 
erosion problem on Clark St. 
by Mill Brook, and that the 
people in Federal Gardens were 
unhappy because of a lot of 
noise from the Boston & Maine 
Railroad tracks every moring 
about 2:30 am., when freight 
cars were shifted in and out 
of a warehouse track nearby. 

The Selectmen believed this 
was a result of the B&M cut- 
ting dow on their train crews 
and Calabrese said he would 
discuss the situation with the 
Bae. 
Black spoke of an unpaid bill 
for treatment to a Fireman, 
for injuries incurred in line 
of duty. He assured the ™ 
that this was not a ‘Blue 
Cross’ case, but a direct ob- 


ligation of the tow’. 
Harris Street 

Don Kidder reported that the 
people living on Harris Street 
in North Wilmington hed hired 
a bulldozer, and fixed up the 
street so that snowplows can 
now get in. They have bought 
some gravel a and a ba 
dering if the town cou = 
sibly send in a bulldozer to 
level the gravel. 

De Felice: ‘The arrangnent 
for private streets is that 
the people buy the gravel from 
the town for $1.25 a yard, and 
then the town grades the 
street too.’ 

De Felice spoke of getting 
out and grading his street, 
(which is a private way) with 


a shovel, after the snowplow 
had come through. ‘I do it 
every year’ 


A complaint was received by 
the selectmen that ladies were 
unable to wheel baby carriages 
on Lowell Street, because of 
the number of AVOD cars parked 
on the sidewalk.

Sent Air Mail--2 pounds is 
the maximum weight, and the 
size is limited to 30 inches 
in length and girth combined. 

Customs Declaration on form 
2966 or 2976-A completed by 
the senders are required on 
parcels addressed through cer- 
tain APO’s and NPO’s, Inquire 
at your local postoffice for 
information on the above, and 
also for articles prohibited 
to certain military posts. 

Greeting cards for the Armed 
Forces overseas should be 
mailed within the periods de- 
signated for parcels if they 
are to have a reasonable ex- 
pectation of delivery prior to 
Christmas.
